After trying all day to get service of 


day of one of the longest habeas corpus 


Father Made Mathilde 


Will Rule On 
Whether She 
Marries Oser

Harold McCormick, multi-million- 
aire head of the International Har- 
vester company, yesterday was made 
legal guardian of his daughter, Ma- 
thilde, 17 years old, granddaughter of 
John D. Rockefeller. Mr. McCormick 
was appointed by Pau! Corkell, assist- 
ant to the judge of the Probate court, 
on the petition of the girl herself. 

Strenuous efforts to keep the appoint- 
ment secret were made apparently be- 
cause of the’ direct bearing of the 
move on the forthcoming marriage of 
Miss Mathilde to ‘Max Oser, Swiss 
horseman of Zurich, whose enguge- 
ment to the girl startled American so- 
ciety when it was announced several 
months ago, 

The proceedings either remove the 
last barrier to the marriage of John 
D. Rockefeller’s granddaughter and 
the Swiss riding master, or, conversely, 
may provide the way for a graceful 
retirement from the — by 
Miss McCormick. 

Under the Swiss laws, a minor child 
may not marry unless she obtains 
the consent of both parents, and in 
the event of death or separation the 
consent of a legal guardian must be 
obtained. Thus, the Swiss laws com- 
plicated matters for Miss Mathilde, 
who is not yet 18 years old. 

When Harold F. and Edith Rocke- 
feller McCormick were divorced some 
months ago, the decree was such that 
it left to the three children, Muriel, 
Mathilde and Harold F. Jr., known as 
Fowler, their own choice as to which 

arént they wished to take up resi- 
dence with. All chose to live with 
their father; but Miss Mathilde, being 
@ minor, could not legally make & 
choice. 

More Than Father, Masi, 

Moreover, yesterday’s appointment 
makes Mr. McCormick legally more 
than a father—a guardian/ oné whose 
word in the affairs of a minor~<child, 
supersedes even the word of a parent. 

So if Miss Mathilde wishes to marry 


" Max Oser, she must have a guardian 


who will consent to the alliance. If 
she should wish gracefully to slip out 
of the engagement she must have a4 
guardian appointed who would forbid 
the marriage, thus setting an end to 
it, at least until she attained her ma- 
jority. 

Friends who know Mr. McCormick's 
attitude in the matter have repeatedly 
stated that Miss Mathilde’s wishes rule 
with him; thus her move to have her 
father appointed has a double signifi- 
cance. 

She Has Only $10,000. 

The petition also reveals that Miss 
McCormick in her own right is not 
wealthy. She stated her whole per- 
sonal property amounts to only $19,- 
000. This, she sets forth, is in “ stocks, 
bonds, and other securities—no real 
estate.” 

Attorney Cyrus Bentley represented 
Mr. McCormick. He in turn employed 
Attorney Edwin H. Cassels to go into 
court at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and obtain the appointment. 

Neither Miss Mathilde nor her father 
was in court during the proceedings, 
which took only long enough for the 
court to approve $20,000 bonds—twice 
the amount of the girl’s property— 
scheduled for Mr. McCormick by the 
Southern Surety company.

New York, May 25.—([Special.]— 
Wehrever practical politicians of the 
persuasion foregather 
these days in New York there is ani- 
mated discussion of this question! 

How mueh is Mr, Hearst willing to 
spend to make ‘himself governor of 
New York and then President of the 
United States? 

The millionaire publisher is credited 
with a consuming ambition to attain 
the presidency, and consequently is 
expected to slrell out pretty liberally 
for the organization necessary to give 
him a majorjty of the delegates for the 
gubernatorial nomination, the first 
step in the program to place him in 
the White House, 

Gossip has it that Mr. Hearst Is 
prepared to spend $2,000,000, or pos- 
eibliy $2,500,000 at a pinch, though 
whether for the governorship alone or 
the governorship and presidency com- 
bined is not clear. 

Friends of Mr, Hearst pronounce 
this report the malicious invention of 
his political enemies, who would de- 
light to convict him of that Newberry- 
ism against which he daily inveighs. 
| Nevertheless, there is a certain ex- 
pectancy in Democratic ranks that 
Mr. Hearst will prove a liberal spender. 
Perhaps it was Gue to such expecta- 
tions of liberal expense money that 
Mr. Hearst's disavowal of political am- 
bition on departing for Europe star- 
tled numerous Jeffersonians who have 
been flirting with the Hearst mana- 
gers. 

Where Did Mr. Conners Go? 

No sooner had .Mr. Hearst sailed 
away than his chief boomer, William 
J. Conners of Buffalo, became the 
most eagerly sought person in these 
parts. But Mr. Cenpers was nowhere 
to be found. At his headquarters -at 
the McAlpin it was stated that Mr. 
Conners had gone away, possibly to 
Buffalo, possibly to Chicago, and 
would not be back for some time. 

The hearts of the hopeful sank. 
was only too clear. Hearst had quit 
the contest cold and Conners, with ad- 
vance knowledge of the announcement, 
had closed his headquarters and de- 
parted. 

Not till the next day was Mr. Con- 
ners located and questioned as to the 
meaning of it all. 

“My answer,” he said, “is that 
Hearst will be nominated and elected. 
have found an overwhelming senti- 
ment for Hearst throughout the 
state.” 


Joy Chases Gloom Away. 

The gloom was dispelled and joy 
reigned again. Hearst was still a can- 
didate and there was no reason to fear 
that the barrel would not be opened 
in the fullness of time. 

Mr. Conners hae made .considerable 
progress building “the Hearst. delegate 
garnering organization upstate ‘and 
glowing reports of ebullitions of 
Hearst’s sentiment are beginning to 
reach him. Edwin 8. Harris, former 
ghairman of the Democratic state com- 
mittee, came in to report the following: 

‘I found that the empty dinner pail 
was common talk throughout the state, 
that the resentful feeling, caused by 
hard times, was much intensified by 
higher trolley fares, higher telephone 
rates, more expensive fuel, and quite 
often by unemployment; that a gener-

to $2,977,246, compared with an excess 
of expenses over income@ for March of 
$3,704,155, Chairman Lasker announced 
today. 
Voyages reported for March totalled 
188, compared with 185 for April. 
The net excess of outlay over income 
on voyage operations for April, ex- 
cluding overhead, repairs, and insur- 
ance, was announced at $667,741, com- 
pared to $1,019,860 for March, the im- 
provement being attributed to -tn- 
creased revenues from cargo vessels 
and to better results from passenger 
vessels.

RAIL EXECUTIVES

‘Hoover Approves Cut on 
Basic Commodities. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.)

rates. 

“At the conclusion of the meeting 
the railroad executives stated that the 
subject would be reported to their asso- 
ciates in the several portions of the 
country, at meetings early next week, 
‘for further consideration, but that be- 
fore leaving Washington it was their 
purpose to call upon the President so 
as to express their appreciation of his 
interest in the general subject.” 


Decline to Talk Further. 


The railroad officials refused to com- 
ment further. However, it is generally 
assumed that there will be no further 
action by them regarding reductions in 
rates on basic commodities. The next 
conference with the interstate’ com- 
merce commission probably will be 
held when the railroads inform the 
commission as to their opinions on 
the rate case decision. 

‘Secretary Hoover today commended 


the opinions written by Chairman Mc- 


Chord and Commissioner Lewis of the 
interstate commerce commission be- 
cause they stood for reductions on 
basic commodities, The secretary said 
he recognized, however, that the com- 
mission had been surrounded in a maze 
of technical problems. 

A rate holiday for five years or 
more, during which time the railroads 
would not be restricted as much as 
they are now with regard to rate mak- 
ing, is favored by Secretary Mellon, 
it was learned today.

Wednesday's action of the interstate 
commerce commission in ordering a 
10 per cent reduction in railway freight 
rates, effective July 1, will In no way 
influence the United States railroad 
labor board.in reaching wage deci- 
sions.

“The present reduction ordered by 
the commission,” said Samuel M.

Unless 
corresponding reductions are made in 
wages the burden on the railroads will 
be most serious.”

Police Believe Gang 
Silenced Her.

-Fannie Gilman, once upon a time a 
flaming courtesan of the old levee dis- 
trict, broke the bonds of secrecy of 
the. west side dope ring. Yesterday a 
shadowy emissary of the “ gang” stole 
to her bedside in “ the house of a thou- 
sand mysteries” and a moment later 
crept away. Only a limp body re- 
mained in the gloomy room, 

That is the theory police offered last 
night as the only solution of the 
strangling of the woman, female Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 


By day a demure, respectable 
matron, living a humdrum existence 
with her husband, Frank Gilman, at 22 
North May steet, at night she roamed 
again the old district where once she 
helped make police history. Her night- 
time name was Rosie Greenberg, and as 
such she,.was known in the “ house of 
a thousand mysteries,” 27 North San- 
gamon street, where she was strangled. 

The police believe that Mrs. Gilman 
was murdered to silence her from be- 
traying secrets of the old west side 
vice ring, which’ of late has been deal- 
ing in narcotics. 


Three weeks ago a man was found | 


dead in the same house on Sangamon 
street with a rope around his neck 
and his throat cut. Six months ago an 
unidentified woman was found dead in 
the house. Her death has never been 
explained. Mayor Thompson lived in 
the house in childhood. 

Frank Gilman, husband of the slain 
woman, admitted that he knew of his 
wife’s dual existence. He said: 

‘““My wife left the house at 7 o'clock 
this morning. I suspected that she 
was going to meet a man at the San- 
gamon street house, so I followed. 
I waited three hours for her to leave 
the building and when she failed, to 
appear I went in to investigate. It 
was then that I discovered the body 
lying across the bed, partialfy nude.
